mind thinks it is. 


Phy sicians in 
Rushville 
today 
stressed the fact that in order 
to 
keep just as cool as possible during 
the torrid heat of the present wave, 
one must go light on 
the 
eating. 
“ Heavy foods 
such 
as 
meats, 
sweets, and the like are enough 
to 
make the body nice and hot in 
the 
middle of winter, not say ing wlmt 
it will do on a day like this,” 
one 
doctor said. “ 8tav away from pro- 
tiens, sugar and fats just as much 
as possible. Fruits, vegetables 
and 
the like are reallv the only kinds of 
food to eat with weather such 
as 
we are having.” 


Phy sicians did not seem to 
ap­ 
prox e of the idea of swimming 
or 
cold bathing very much during 
the 
hot weather. It was the general 
o- 
pimon that rather than making 
a 
person cooler, bathing onlv tends to 
make them warmer when the bathing 
is over and at the same time ho in­ 
jurious to their health. One doctor 
said it was actually dangerous 
to 
go into the water in a river with flu* 
temperature so high. 


The cooling drinks of the 
soda 
fountain were given medical appro­ 
val so long as they were not used in 
excess. Lemonade was given as 
a 
very good beverage for the 
heated 
person but the doctors warned thnt 
it should not he used as a “ cooler” 
to excess. 


“ There is possibly nothing more 
cooling than letting cold water run 
over the wrists,” 
one 
phy sician 
said. “ If does wonders in 
cooling 
the blood while eating heavy foods 
heats it. That’s the 
reason 
why 
fleshy persons suffer so from 
the 
heat 
because they hav e surplus fat 


which does nothing but warm 
the 
blood. ” 
“ Find a good shady spot, 
strip 
off y our clothes and lie 
perfectly 
still, 
was the advice of 
another 
doctor, but this was later

said today in answering queries on 
how to keep cool with the mercury 
in even the thermometers that arc 
shaded, well above the ninety mark. 
"The single thought that you are 
hot tends to make you hot." ' Psy- 
chologically, the common express- 
ions heard on the sun-baked down. 
to'wn streets this morning such 
as 


inld it hot" or "Fin about 
to 


roust," sets t.he blood to boiling in 
the human body just because 
the 


mind thinks it is. 


Physicians in 
Rushville today 


stressed the fact that in order to 
keep just as cool as ipossible during 
the torrid heat of the present wave, 
one must go light on 
the eating. 


" Heavy foods 
such 
as 
meats, 


sweets, and the like are enough to 
make the body nice and hot in" the 
middle of winter, not saying what 
it will do on a day like this," one 
doctor said. "Slay away from pro- 
tiens, Riitrar and fats just as much 
as possible. Fruits, vegetables and 
the like arc really the only kinds of 
food to eat with weather such ns 
we are having."
